A BURNING MOUNTAIN. 


An Indian Legend Concerning One | 


of Wyoming’s Wonders. 


Up in Johnson County, this Territory, | 


southeast of the Belle Fourche river, 8 
huge body or column of sandstone rises up 
out of the plains and rears its lofty head in 
solitary and deserted grandeur amid a wil 


derness of desolate *“‘ bad lands,’’ like the |

by the ceaseless action of the winds and 
rains for ages past, it still bares its hoary 
head to the winter snows and summer suns, 
and is a landmark and guide-post to the 
weary and lonely cowboy as he urges his 


tough little bronco across the country in | 


search of the festive beef steer. 

It is known as “ Pumpkin Buttes,” and is 
familiar from its close proximity to what 
is known as the Burning Mountain of Wyo- 
ming. It was while sitting around a cheer- 
ful log fire im the cabin of the “U. C.”’ 
ranch, on Horse creek, where I had been 
overtaken by the storm one night during 
the late severe blizzard which passed all 
through the Northwest, blowing its cold 
and chilly breath of death on so many un- 
fortunates, that I first heard the history of 


this burning mountain as it was related by | 


Mr. Ed H. Crapon, a middie-aged’ man of 
undoubted veracity, who has lived and 
worked amid these mountains for the past 
ten years, and than whom there is no one 
better versed in their local history and tra- 
ditions. 

This burning mountain is really a coal 
bank in which for years and years a fire has 
been smoldering, giving out, as did the 
Shechinac to the Israelites of old during 
their wanderings in the wilderfless in 


| search of the promised land, a “pillar of 
| fire by night and acioud of smoke by day.”’ 


As, it is far remote from any settlement, 


| and situated in the heart of what is known 
| as the

the first time, the country presents a most 
dreary uspect.

For fully half a mile along the edge of the 
coal reef the iittie tongues of fire shoot up 
from crevices and run along the earth, 
twisting and turning in all sorts of weird 
and fantastical shapes, which can only be 
compared 10 80 Many uttle devius at play; 
running and 


with a scumper they all disappear into 
space. 
hover about the outer edge, 
around and through the crevices of Pamp- 
kin Buttes, the phantom-like outline of 
which can be seen at intervals, gives to the 
shadows a sepulchral voice, which reminds 
one of Dante’s * Inferno;’’ and the cowboys 
have appropriately dubbed the 
“ Hadesitte.”’ 

Many explanations are given as to the 
origin of this fire. Some claim that the 
place was struck by lighining, while others, 
among whom is my informant, say that 


there is a strang6 swwry told by some of the | 


old Indians who still hunt through this 
country explaining how the tire originated. 
The Indian legend is thata countless num- 
ber of snows back, when Wyoming was only 
known and marked on the map as part of 
the “Great American Desert,’’ and all the 


country west of the Mississippi was still a | 
virgin wilderness, a young brave of the Crow | 


Indians called *Littie-Chief-with-Big-Eagle- 


Claws.’’ so named from the circumstance | 


that while yet buta boy he killed an enor- 
mous eagle, the claws of which he ever 
afterwards woro on a@ buckskin string 
around his neck, fell desperately in love 
with a beautiful young Indian maiden of the 
Arapaho tribe, who was known in society 
as ‘Flower-that-Blooms-in-a-Snow-Drift,”’ 
from the fact that she was born late in the 
spring by the banks of a pretty little stream, 


near which was a deep ‘bank of snow with | 
fiowers already blooming around the edge. | 
The lovers met with much opposition from | 


both tribes, which at that time were at war 
witb each other. 


loves the daughter of his father’s most 
bitter enemy, they persevered and finally 
were married, and the Little-Chief-with-Big- 


Eagle-Claws brought his bride home to rule | 


over his wigwam. 
But her beauty and the attention and de- 
votion shown her by Little Chief—some- 


thing unusual among Indians—brought | 


down on her the jealousy and hatred of the 
other squaws of the Crow tribe, and to use 


the language of the present day, she was | 


**cut”’ by the bon ton and aristocrats, and 
ostracised from society. So Little Chief 
put up his tepee some distance from the 
others, and they lived alone, happy and con- 
tented in each other’s love. 

Of this union one child was born, a bright-

Clasping her little papoose close to her 


breast she started out into the darkness 
and the night alone with her sorrow and 
began her weary march across the mount- 
ains, and like a wounded deer, hoping only 
to reach the home of ber people and the 
scenes of her happy youth, where Little 
Chief wooed and won her, that she might 
lay down by the grave of ber forefathers 
and die. But coming to this old coal 
bank, under the point of which the 
winds had worp a eave, and being 
weary and fvot-sore, she crawled into it and 
threw herself on the ground. The cry of 
her baby, however, roused her, and resolv- 
ing for its sake to live, she went out aud 
gatuered some sage brush and built a fire 
in the cave to keep herself and babe warm. 
And it is supposed, worn out after her long 
and weary journey, she lay down to rest 
and fell asleép, during which the coal took 
fire and the gas suftocated both mother and 
child, as they were never seen or heard of 
again. A few days after this some scouts 
saw the smoke, and thinking it came from 
the camp fire cf their enemy, reconnoitered 
until they found the true cause, and that 
fire has been burning ever sinee.

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To Put Out Chimney Fires. 
Zinc, placed upon the fire im stove or 
grate, is said to have proved itself an ef- 
fective extinguisher of chimney fires. To 
a member of the Boston Fire Department is 
reported to be due the credit of success- 
fully introducing this simple scheme. When 
a fire starts inside a chimney, from what- 
ever cause, a piece of thin sheet zinc, about 
four inches square, is merely put into the 
stove or grate connecting with the chimney. 
The zinc fuses and liberates acidulous 
fumes, which, passing up the flue, are said 
to almost instantly put out whatever fire 
there may be there.
